To the Libel at the inſtance of Robert Greenlies in Glaſ- 
gow, and Robert Yool, one of the Baillies thereof. M 


= Vw there is a Libel Purſued before the Lords of His Majeſty's Privy 
| .Council, at the inſtance of the forenamed -Perſons, againſt rhe ſaid 
; Burrowfield, founded upon {everal Ancient Laws againſt Pcivy Conven- 
tions, and putting on Armoar within Burgh, without the Magiſtrates Licence,and 
againſt Convocating and Aſſembling within Burgh, and. for Afliſting the Magi- 
ſtrares tor ſuppreſſing of Tumults: And ſubſumi .g,that notwithſtanding thereof the 
ſaid Burrowfteld drew his Sword and beat the ſaid Robert Green/ies, and by many 
Execrable Oaths, ſwore he would kill him without any other Provocation, but 
that by order of Baillie Tool, he had (ejzed Two Horſes belonging to Z7ugh Ha- 
milton, for Tranſporting tha Bagage of Colonel Hamilton's Regiment, and that 
he reſcued the ſaids two Horſes and ſent them to his own Stables of Burrowfteld ; 
and thersſofe conciuding him guilty of an unwarrantable Oppoſition to the Mas 
giſt-»::s Commands, Beating and Blooding of tac Town Officer, Sweating and 
Prophaninz of the Name of G ODs | 
To which it is Anſwered, That the Laws Lib-lled haye no Relation to the mat* 
ter of Fat ſubſumed, theſe Laws relating only to the unlawiull Aſſemblies and 
Convocations within Burgh, and roche Tymul.s therefrom ariſing, but not to a- 
ny caſual Quarrel, though ending in Blows, which is frequent in every ' Burgh : 
And as for Burrowfield himſelf, he is no Inhabitant of Gloſgow, but a Neighbour 
Heretor, and wears only an ordinary walking Sword, 'as much for Ornament as 
Uſe, and at no time puts on any of the Armour re}ated to{in thoſe-Ads, and at all 
occaſious gives ſuitable reſpeR ro the Magiſtrares his Neighbours. 
And as to the Fa Libelled, the ſame is altogzther Calumnious, for the Forces 
were Marched the day before,and theBagage undoubtedly carried along with them, 
| and Burrowfield going home to his own Houſe without any. Company but his own 
Servant, and ſeeing an loſalr made upon Hamilton his Tenent, under Cloud of 
Night, forcing bim from his Bed, and carrying © away his Horſes by Violence _ 
| Without any Warrand for that effeQ, Burrowfeld judged it lawfall roAſſiſt his Te- 
' nent Hamilton in Defending him and his Horſs fm any, who Ated more like a - ' 
Robber then a Perſon under Auckority, which hedid not pretend, but even up. 
braid2d Burrowfield, and offered to Beat him with aRung : In which ſmall Scuffle, 
if Barrowfield have taken his Sword in his band co Compelce the Inſulter his, Info. 
lence, a Juſtice of Peace might have been ſufficiently comprent for all chat macter, 
without troubleing your Lordſhips; and Barrowfield believes, that the ſaid Inſulting: 
Parſon himſelf, would!never have Complained thereof, if DowhiZ who muſt make 
buſineſs ſor the Towa of Glaſgow, to give him an Errand to Edinburgh "n theie 
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Charges at this Jun&ure, had nor made uſe of his Name for the end foreſaid, 

Though Burrowfiel2 be Libeljed-againſt for oppoſing the Magiſtrates in the 
lawfpll exerciſe nf chz Government, yet there is no circumſtance of his Oppoſiti- 
on Libelled upon, nor can be : And if that oppoſing of the Inlulter be the Oppor 
ſition m2aned by, Burrowfield was innocent, for he did not look upon the [nſulter 
as a Magiſtcate, nor ſaw he any Warrand from a Magiſtrate, nor did any Magi. 
ſtrate ſpeak to him on the SubjeA': And ſecing by the As of Parliament 168x, 
and 1693, The Magiſtrates of Burrows,are ordained to have a competent- Num. 
ber of Horſes in readineſs for the ſervice of the Fotces, Barrowſiel4 could not doubt 
but that the Magiſtrates of Glaſgew were accordingly provided ; becauſe they uſed 
to have a Liſt of all the ordinary Carters and Bagage-Men, and appointed them 
their Rooms by turns: And it was never heard of, that ever there was (o uneven» 
ly a caſt of the Bagage Horſe for one Regimgnt, as that Fourteen Horſes of Sixteen 
ſhould be put upon Barrowfe/d, his Tenems, Beſide, thatcthe Baggage - was gone. 
off, and that ſo the Inſulter was doing unwarrantably in the ſilence of- the Night, 
in Robbing Hamilton of his Horſes, and the rather becauſe they had beeen ſo im- 
ployed for Six or Seven times ſacceſſive of before, whereas they ought only co 
be imployed by their turns, and with that diſcretion, that Carters and Hyrers 
Horſe who have nolabour be firſt imployed, and thoſe wholcave labour;laſt, and 
this was in the throng of Hamiltons fabour, 

Whereas the Libel Subſumes, that Burrowfeld uſed ExecrabJo Oaths,the Libel is 
Calum-ious,and he is known by his Neighbours to be free thereof, and to abhore 
the ſame: And if at anytime in paſſion an Oath eſcape, he repegts it ſeriouſly, and 
would never have expeQed that any good Neighbour wbuld have expoſed him to 
your Lordſhips on that behalf, which might have been well judged by 'a Juſtice 
of Peace, to whom by their InſtruQtions the Cognition thereof is commirted. - 

In reſpett of all which, Burtowfield ought tobe Affoilzied, and the Anthers and 
Fomenters of this groundleſs Libel condemned in Expenſes.

bear an equal'Burden : As alſo, By the good and wholeſome Laws and AQsof 
Parliament of this Nation, and particularly the 4th. A ofthe 4th. Seſ. of this cur- 
rent Parliament, ratitying and confirming the A of Parliament 168. and the 
Ad of Privy Council, dated the 14 February x693 years. It is thereby Statute, 
and Ordaind, That where ir ſhall beneceſlar, that the Army have uſe for Bag- 
age-Horſes or tranſporting their Bagadge from place to place, That if the 
Army or Party having uſe for the ſaid Bagage-Horſe, be in a Burgh, that theHorſe 
may be imployed and made uſef by. Order of the Commander of the Party, 
and the Magiftrats of the Burgh joyntly : And where the Horſes are furniſhed & 
made uſe oft in Landwart, by the order of the Commander, and one of the Com- 
miſſioners of the Supply within the Shire, -Likeas, By the Ninth At of the 
Seventh SeſÞbn of this Current Parliament, anent Quartering of Souldiers, The 
foreſaid Act is confirmed, and juſt and equal Methods laid down, and Penalties 
determined againſt thoſe who thall be Guilty in the matter of Qunartering : And 
it is thereby declared, That the ſame Execution hall be grantcd for Carriages as 
for Quartering. * As alſo, By the 45. Chap: Parl. 2d. Ja. x. It is Statute, That 
all Judges do, and execute the Law evenly : And by the x7- Chap. Parl. 6. Ja. 2. 
It is Statute, That all Officers wilfully Treſpafing in their .Of:c-s, ſhall tyne the 
. fame for Year and Day ; Andby the foreſaid At of Privy Council, confirmed 
by Ad of Parliament, as aforeſaid. It_ is Statute, That there ſhak be payed of 
Hyre for each Horſe, One Shllling Six Pennies for each Mile ; And that it ſhall 
not be lawtul to keep any Man's Horſes longer. than one Day. Likeas, By the 
AQ of laſt Selsion of Parliament,anent the Security of the perſons of the Leidges, 
It is Statute, That no Man be impriſoned without condeſcending upon a par- 
ticular and ſpecial Crime ; and that noperſon be keept and detained in priſon af- 
ter ſufficient Baill and Caution is offered for preſenting the ſaid perſon to abide 
and uncer!y the Law, and that under the Penalty mentioned-in'the ſaid At ; As 
allo, by the Law and Practique of this Kingdom, The Spulzieing and Mafterful- 
ly away-taking of Plough Horſe in time of Labouring, is aCrime of a high Nature 
and ſeverely puniſhable : Yet nevertheleſs, che faid JoÞ« Anderſon of Dovehil, 
having ſhaken oft all fear of God, Obedience, and Regard to His Majeſty and 
Government, and the Laws and Ads of Parliament of this Kingdom,and the Rules 
of Chriſtianity, and Society, He the. ſaid John Anderſon, with Robert Tool, Jchn 
Aird, and John Warddrop, and one or other of them, conceiving a deadly preju- 
dice, Hatred, Malice, and Envy againſt the ſaid Jehn Walking ſhaw of Barrowfeld, 
and his Tenents, and ſnatching all occaſions and oppertunuties for Oppreling 
the ſaids Complainers, did uponthe  .. day of March 
laſt by paſt, or one or other ofthe days of the ſaid Month, when the {Regimenc 
of Foot under the Command of Collonel George Hamiltoun was to March from 
Glaſegfw ; And when Application was made by rhe Officers of the faid Regiment 
three Days before their March, that they had need of Sixteen Horſes for Tranſport- 
ing their Ladies and Bagage ; The ſaid Johy Anderſon and the other Defenders, al- 
beit at that time there was Thirty common Carriers, and a Hundred Hireling 
Horſes, which were conſtantly imployed in ſuch Services, did cauſe give Ad- 
vertiſement to the common Carriers and Horſe Hirers, to keep their. Horſes out 
of the way, the Day when the Regiment was to March ; whereas the foreſaid 
Defenders ought to have Proportioned the Number of Horſe, and appointed the 
Carriers and Horſe Hirers to have been in readineſs ; But in ſtead thereof, The 
ſaid John Anderſon and the other perſons complained upon, did ſend to the Come 
plainers Lands, while his, and his Terients Horſes. were Plouing, andin the Har. 
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rows, albeit the Purſuers Lands Iyes not within the Juriſdiction of the Magiſtrats 
of Glaſgow, and did Unjuſtly, Maſterfully,and Oppreſsfully take away F ourteen of 
the Complainers and his Teneats Horſes, whereas theRegiment had only for uſe 
Sixteen, and did paſs by the common Carriers and Horſe Hirers of the Town 
of Glaſgow, whoſe Trade and Imployment it is to furniſh Cairts and Horſes for - 
tranſporting Perſons and Bagages : And as further Inſtances of the ſaids Deſen- 
ders, their Acts of Oppreſſion, They. hunded out, and gave Warrand to, their 

| Day of March laſt by-paſt came 
under Cloud of Night, at Eleven a Clock, and brake open the Doors of Richard 
Greenleis and Hugh Hamiltoun, Two of the Compleaners Tenents, their Horſes, 
while they were in their Beds, and draged them out of their Beds, and Seiſed 
their Horſes,and ſecured them in otherStables, ſor the ſpace of twoNights, to the 
great prejudice of the Horles, and the Tennents their Labouring, the Seed lying 
upon the. Grourid unharrowed :* As alſo, Joh Boner, on of the Complainers 
Tenents, having hisHorſe Ploughing ſomeLand belonging to Joh» Luke, Dovehills 


- Brother in Law, was excnſed from carrying any of the Bagage ; But when aſter 


the Regiment was Marched, and no more uſe for Bagage Horſes, it was told 
Dovehil, Thar ths ſaid John Boner was one of the Complainers Tenents, the ſaid 
John was commutted to Priſon untill he_ ſhould furniſh Horſes, albeit there was 
uſe for them : As alſo, the ſaid Rebert Tool one of the Defenders, having called 


| David Watſon, one of the. Complainers; to furniſh two Horſe for Carrying the 


Bagage of the ſaid Regiment, the ſaid David told the Baillie, that his Horſes 
were Hired by hisMaſter Burrowfield,and drawing in his Maſters Plough: Never- 
theleſs, the ſaid Robert Tood Baillie, did molt wrongouſly, and unjuſtly commit 
the ſaid David Watſon to priſon until he ſhould furniſh two Horſes upon his own 
expenſes, and continued the ſaid David in priſon, albeit the Complainer his 


- Maſter offered to Baill him in the.Terms of the A of Parliament, as appears by 


Inſtruments taken thereupon. Likeas, the Complainers Tennents Horſes being (o 
Maſterfully preſt, were by the DireQion of the ſaids Defenders, carried not only 
to Kilſpth, the firſt days Journey,but likeways to Falkirk, contrair to,the AR of Parlia- 
ment and expreſs uſe andprattice in the like caſe, and when the Tenents Cairts and 
Horſes were returned inſtead of receiving Three pound Scors for each Cairt, as con- 
ſtant uſe is ; there was no more given to them but Two Shilling Starlire; By all 
which i: is evident, That the ſaid Fobn Anderſon and the other perſons above com- 
plained upon, are Guilty of manifeſt Oppreflion, Injuſtice and Crooked Judgement, 
and of the Breach of the Rules and Laws: of Society, and of the Acts of Parliament, 
and Conſtitutions of this and all well governed Nations, which being proven, the fore- 
named Defenders, and ilke one of them, ought not only to be decerned to make up 
and repair the Damages and Loſfles ſuſtained by the ſaid Complainers and his Ten- 


nents,and to pay thePenalties &Fines contained in theA of Parliament anent wrong- 


ous Impriſonment, and to Loſs and Tyne the Offices of Magiſtrates in not judging 


evenly ; But alſo further Puniſh'd in theic Perſons and Goods, © the Terror of others
